Constitution reverses the age-old 
idea of an all-powerful government 
and instead makes ours a govern¬ 
ment of limited powers—a govern- 


Why does our Constitution limit 
the powers it grants to our govern¬ 
ment? 

The age-old theory of government 
was that it and not the people was 
all-powerful; that the people pos¬ 
sessed only such rights as the gov¬ 
ernment saw lit to grant. From this 
sprang the idea that “the king can 
do no wrong” and “the divine right 
of kings.” 

It took four centuries for the Eng¬ 
lish to force their kings to sign the 
great liberating charters — Magna 
Charta in 1215, the Petition of 
Rights in 1628, the Bill of Rights 
in 1689. 

The American Colonists suffered 
similarly. In the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence they complained about 
the king for a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, for making judges 
dependent on his will alone, for 
combining with others to subject us 
to a jurisdiction unacknowledged 
by our laws, for declaring the right 
to legislate for us in all cases, for 
altering fundamentally the forms 
of our government, and other "re¬ 
peated injuries and usurpations.” 

Profiting by these lessons, our 


the tunnel section and rebuild 
from Weldon Canyon north with 
a new Mint Canyon cut-off. A 
wide and deep open cut will sub¬ 
stitute for the tunnel.

If, as has been often 
stated, a fault exists under the 
lake site which causes water to 
drain from the lake too quickly 
to keep it filled without heavy 
expense, then Eaton Canyon may 
be selected as the future lake site. 


Taking construction work on 
the giant Metropolitan Aqueduct 
into the very heart of Los An- | 
geles, a huge ditch digging ma- j 
chine has just gone into opera- J 
tion at 98th and Wadsworth j 
streets to begin work on the j 
Palos Verdes cross-feeder of the 
aqueduct distributing system. Be¬ 
ing consrtucted to deliver Metro¬ 
politan Aqueduct water to the 
cities of Los Angeles, Compton, 
Torrance and Long Beach, this 
pipe line will be more than 30 
miles long and will connect to 
the “upper feeder” of the aque¬ 
duct distributing system in Eagle 
Rock Canyon. 

Statistics prepared under date 
of January 14, by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
and just released again provide 
proof that California farmers are 
paying their workers more than 
is paid for similar labor in any 
other part of the nation.

California’s 
present old age pension—$35 per 
month—is the highest in the na¬ 
tion. Admittedly, no old person 
can have many luxuries on $35 
per month. But California, al¬ 
ready big-hearted, as compared to 
other states, must face realities. 
If this state should boost its old 
age pension to $50 or $100 per 
month (as many advocate), it 
would naturally become the Mecca 
of old people from every section 
of the country. And if California’s 
influx of needy and indigent aged 
continues, California taxpayers 
will break under the load—and 
will themselves become applicants 
for relief and old age benefits! 

Sponsors of bigger relief pay¬ 
ments and more liberal old age 
pensions fall into several cate¬ 
gories. There are sincere idealists, 
seeking to improve life for "the 
submerged classes” — but often 
blind to practicalities. Then there 
are thdse who desire to share the 
benefits of society without con¬ 
tributing equivalent benefits — 
“the government owes me a liv¬ 
ing contingent. And finally, there 
are the political opportunists and 
professional racketeers who seek 
to make such causes serve their 
own selfish purposes. 

But regardless of how and 
where such movements are “in¬ 
spired,” if California goes off the 
deep end in a spree of unthinking 
sentimentality, California farmers, 
merchants, workers, home-owners 
— California’s hard-w o r k i n g 
citizenry generally — will find 
themselves in the role o 
community sentimentalist

from police interference, they 
must be protected from other en- j 
vious racketeers bent on “muscel- 
ing in.” So thugs or gunmen, if 
not immediately available, are 
brought In from distant cities 
and you have a real, sure fire 
underworld operating in every di¬ 
rection. 

Once the officials and police 
are corrupted and the system of 
protection is established it is al¬ 
most impossible to clean up the 
mess and no one in a wide area 
is safe while it exists. 

It is a long hike from New 
York to Los Angeles and Dewey, 
nemesis of metropolitan racket¬ 
eers, has made it advisable for 
hundreds of New York’s most de¬ 
testable creatures to flee—gam¬ 
blers, thieves, vice barons and | 
gunmen. The logical place for 
them is an "open” city, where 
the “fix” can be arranged with 
officials and police. 

If Los Angeles is “open” thej 
filthy, murderous horde will head ! 
for it, if in fact, it has not already 
supplemented entrenched racket- ! 
eers and gangsters there. And we 
mav all be sure that if they are pro¬ 
tected in Los Angeles, they will 
not confine their operations to 
that city. They will reach out 
and invade the surrounding ter¬ 
ritory, striking here and there 
and rushing back to the “nest.” 
No other city or town will be any 
safer than Los Angeles. 

It may be that conditions in 
Los Angeles are not as bad as 
they appear. But there surely has 
been plenty of smoke—plenty of 
near exposures that seem to have 
been successfully smothered re¬ 
cently. The Les Bruncman mys¬ 
tery for instance. Who killed the 
gambler ? Why ? 

It is the very deep concern 
of everyone that the truth about 
the situation be known and that 
if there is an alliance between 
officials and racketeers, prompt 
and decisive action be taken to 
break it up and proclaim to the 
world that the public is, but that 
criminals are not safe out here. 
Sierra Madre and every other 
community should be as interested 
and determined to this end as 
the right sort of people in Los 
Angeles Itself.

But when Harry dies, or gets 
ill, or loses his job, or goes broke, 
quite frequently it develops that 
he took care of everyone but his 
wife and family! And even the 
friends who borrowed from him 
are likely to say, “It’s too bad 
about Harry; he let his heart run 
away with his head.” 

That somewhat commonplace 
story has vital application to¬ 
day in California. Instead of ap¬ 
plying to an occasional, loveable, 
improvident citizen, it may well 
apply to the entire state—unless 
California voters realize that only 
disaster can come from being 
thoughtless, prodigal Good Sa¬ 
maritans. 

Government, in the last few 
years, has assumed two obliga¬ 
tions heretofore unknown to gov¬ 
ernment relief and old age pen¬ 
sions. No one can deny that re¬ 
lief was a necessary outgrowth 
of depression; men and women 
and children can not be allowed 
to go hungry. No one can deny, 
either, that old age pensions 
represent a splendid, humani¬ 
tarian effort to meet the prob¬ 
lems of the aged. Banishing the 
fear of want and privation in 
old age is a worthy objective of 
an enlightened society. 

But California, unless it wants 
to invite bankruptcy, can ill af 
ford to play “Big Hearted Harry” 
to the rest of the nation. Already 
heralded throughout the United 
States as the state with the big¬ 
gest relief payments and the most 
liberal old age pension benefits, 
it needs to take account of stock 
and think a bit about “the wife 
and family!” 

The need for getting back to 
j fundamentals and not permitting 
I nur hearts to run away with our 
heads is given new emphasis by 
the results of a recent nation¬ 
wide survey to determine whether 
needy people preferred “work re¬ 
lief” or “direct relief.” In the 
nation as a whole, it is reassur- 
ring that the great majority pre¬ 
ferred to give their labor in re¬ 
turn for government aid,

Powers of (government 


Why does our ConsUtutlon limit 
the powers it grants to our govern¬ 
ment? 

The age-old theory of government 
was that it and not the people was 
all-powerful; that the people pos¬ 
sessed only such rights as the gov¬ 
ernment saw fit to grant From this ] 
•prang the Idea that “the king can 
do no wrong" and “the divine right 
of kings.” 

It took four centuries for the Eng¬ 
lish to force their kings to sign the 
great liberating charters — Magna 
Charta in 1215. the Petition of 
Rights In 1628, the Bill of Rights 
in 1689. 

The American Colonists suffered 
similarly. In the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence they complained about 
the king for a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, for making Judges 
dependent on his will alone, for 
combining with others to subject us 
to a Jurisdiction unacknowledged 
by our laws, for declaring the right 
to legislate for us In all cases, for 
altering fundamentally the forme 
of our government, and other "re¬ 
peated Injuries and usurpations.” 

Profiting by these lessons, our 


Constitution reverses the age-old 
idea of an all-powerful government 
and instead makes ours a govern¬ 
ment of limited powers—a govern-
